CULTIVATING ALFALFA. 


A Difference of Opinion Among G r o w ­ 
ers Regarding the Practice. 
T here 
is 
a 
difforeuqy* 
of opinion 
am ong alfalfa grow ers in regard to the 
practice of cultivating the surface of 
alfalfa fields after the rem oval of a 
crop, nays the Iowa H om estead. In the 
dry regions the effect of surface cul 
tivatlon Is to strengthen the grow th 
and thicken the crop, but there is some 
question as to the advisability of doing 
any cultivating w hatever in the corn 
belt. 
The reason for this is th at fa rm ­ 
ing Im plem ents tend, In m any eases, 
to split the alfalfa crow ns In such a 
w ay as to cause the root to rot, and 
because of this m any successful alfalfa 
grow ers do little w ork on the surface 
nftet* getting a stand. 
This m atter Is briefly discussed In 
the follow ing e x tra c t sent out by the 
I'arui Im provem ent association of W in- 
nebago county, 111.: 
♦ 
“The best tim e to cultivate alfalfa 
is In the spring a fte r danger of freez­ 
ing, before the plants have m ade too 
m uch start. 
The next best tim e to 
cultivate is in the fall a fter the last 
cutting. 
Alfalfa m ay he cultivated im ­ 
m ediately after the first or second cu t­ 
ting. but this Is not very |*raotical on 
account of lack of tim e and labor and 
less desirable than spring or fall cul­ 
tivation, because sum m er cultivation

•‘It is not advisable to disk alfalfa 
until tin* third year a fte r seeding.

It Is questionable If so strong an in- 
dnt» uient of the cultivation system 
can be secured from th e m ajority of 
alfalfa grow ers of the corn belt.

ly benefit the alfalfa cro p * b u t in the 
case of a w et year th e grow er of al­ 
falfa had h rtt» r go ra th e r slow ly in 
adopting the practice of stirring the 
stirfacp of alfalfa fields. It Is tru e that 
in some Instances all the surface cu l­ 
tivation will tend to keep blue grass 
in check, hut one m ust choose betw een 
he desirability of injuring the blue 
/trass ami the Injurious resu lt that Is 
apt to be produced on the alfalfa crop 
¡tself by surface cu ttin g nud surface 
¿tirria*. "

B ecam e a law April 28, 1915, w-ith the 
approval o f the Governor.

Why It Ssems to Ram In Streaks In­ 
stead of In Drops. 
When it Is raining Just w hat does 
one «or!' 
We know m at the rain con­ 
sists -if drops, nearly spherical, falling 
either vertically or at an ancle (If the 
wind be blowing 
But w hat do we 
«ce? 
We see streaks through the air 
and not drops at all. 
The reason is 
that the eye cannot follow the raindrop 
in Its flight and so cannot see just the 
drop continually. 
The eye gets only 
one g l i m p s e of the drop in one position, 
while an impression Is made on the 
retina for some distance by the «lrop 
moving. 
If the drop w ere still we c«uild look 
at If ns long as w e chose, and the Image 
of the -lrop would be in Just one place 
on tlie retinn. but if we let tbe «lrop 
escape from our direct view it makes 
an image, «jr. rather, a succession of 
images, on the retina, and that is w hat 
w e see. 
But why does the retina show this 
succession of images? 
It certainly 
*e«-s at any one time the drop in Ju*t 
one position, so It would seem that th*» 
last posltlou seen would be the one. 
l his Is not the case, and the - ause Is 
due to what Is known as persistence of 
vision 
We cannot quit seeing a thing
